Regarding claims 1-13, independent claims 1, 2, 3, 4, and 13 disclose a method and 
apparatus for magnetic transfer, providing a magnetic generating device that is rotatably 
mounted on a magnetic transfer apparatus, applying a transferring magnetic field generated by 
the magnetic generating device wherein an application angle p is 0 < P < 30° or -30° < p < 0, 
with respect to the track direction on a plane parallel to the slave surface, which is neither taught 
or an obvious variation of the prior art.
